In Stale Aid 


Schools Get Larg est Amount 
Of Fiv e Ty pes Of Distri­ 
bution Made During The 
Year. 


Schools and civ il g ov ernments of 
Rush County receiv ed a total of 
$666,49 0 in fiv e ty pes of state aid 
distributions during the 19 53-54 fis­ 
cal y ear, according to a tabulation 
contained in a new publication of 
the Indiana State Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
The 
state 
distributions 
amounted to $33.66 per capita in 
the county , as compared to a state­ 
wide av erag e of $32.7 0 per capita, 
the chamber said. 
Of the total funds sent to the 
county , schools receiv ed the larg ­ 
est amount, $29 4,620. Other distri­ 
butions were: For hig hway s and 
streets, $244,7 16; public welfare, 
$114,480; ex cise tax (alcoholic bev ­ 
erag e fees) to civ il units, $5,627 ; in­ 
tang ibles tax to civ il units, $7 ,047 . 
The total of all state distributions 
for the same purposes was $128,- 
650,057 , div ided as follows: Schools, 
$64,340,9 56; hig hway s and streets, 
$35,049 ,7 9 0; public welfare, $26,125,- 
7 9 2; ex cise tax , $2,238,7 27 , and in­ 
tang ibles tax , $89 4,7 9 2. 
The g rand total of state aid for 
the y ear was $135,041,324, including 
distributions for such purposes as 
aid to tuberculosis hospitals, v oca­ 
tional education, school lunch pro­ 
g rams and special school classes, 
for which county fig ures were not 
av ailable, the chamber said. Funds 
sent to local units were equal to 42 
per cent of total state ex pendi­ 
tures during 19 53-54, ex clusiv e of 
unemploy ment compensation. 
Pointing out that proposed ex pen­ 
ditures by the state may well be 
leading toward new tax es in the 
near future, the chamber publica­ 
tion said: “ An increase in ‘state 
aid’ should not be considered either 
by citizens or local public officials 
as coming to them in the form of 
‘free money ’ and does not mean 
‘less tax es,’ as has been sug g ested 
by some of its adv ocates.” 
The chamber said three major 
questions confront the current Leg ­ 
islature with respect to local g ov ­ 
ernmental financing : 
1. Is the property tax to be 
tabbed as no fong er adequate as 
the sole major source of tax funds 
for local g ov ernments?

In an annual report Secretary of Labor 
J ames P. Mitchell reveals that last year 6,- 
600,000 claimants were paid $2,000,000,000 
in unemployment insurance. Average week­ 
ly check was $25. This has reduced the total 
unemployment insurance reserve of the 
states from $8,912,000,000 to $$8,250,000,- 
000. 
Approx imately 4,000,000 employes have 
been added to unemployment insurance 
coverage in the last year, there is a wide­ 
spread movement for higher weekly bene­ 
fits of longer duration, and the drain on the 
fund could become serious. 
Heaviest drain is in the so-called “ chron­ 
ic unemployment areas.” The department is 
delv ing into the feasibility of retaining the 
jobless in such areas and paying their 
ex ­ 
p enses in mov ing to communities where 
there are more opportunities. 
The department is also trying to lessen 
the cost of joblessness through vocational 
rehabilitation to help the handicapped ob­ 
tain gainful employment. Through state co­ 
operation it has aided nearly 120,000 such 
persons in two years.

Every year a million Americans reach the 
age of 65 and are eligible for retirement un­ 
der social security. A large percentage of 
that number wall take advantage of the op­ 
portunity and bid goodbye to toil. 
Some will be compelled to comply because 
of rules set up by employing concerns. Oth­ 
ers will do so voluntarily in anticipation of 
years of rest and contentment But con­ 
tentment in retirement seems elusive. 
Congress has taken this into considera­ 
tion and has changed the law to make it 
possible for retired persons to work part 
time, presumably to add to earnings where 
retirement pay is not found to be too at­ 
tractive. But the innovation does more than 
that. It gives the pensioner a sense of im­ 
portance and makes him feel that he is still 
a part of the daily routine. 
Social security retirement has been in 
operation long enough to permit ex tensive 
surveys of its possibilities and impacts. 
Some of these are disturbing. It has been 
learned that retired persons die earlier than 
those still employed. Many hold to the 
theory that is is better to wear out than 
rust out. But there is a possibility that those 
who keep on working live longer because 
those in ill health are the first to retire. 
Retirement with security has always been 
a human dream. But of course anticipation 
may be more enjoyable than realization.

LONDON (J! — Blizzards spread 
over Denmark, West Germany and 
Scotland today while a midwinter 
thaw and rains sent rivers swirl­ 
ing over their banks in France and 
southern England. 
Icy gales lashed Bavaria and 
parts of France and whipped up 
huge waves in the North Sea and 
Atlantic. 
Denmark’s worst snowstorm in 
years virtually paralyzed Copen­ 
hagen.

INDIANAPOLIS Iff)—The Indiana 
State Chamber of Commerce said 
Sunday Indiana’s proposed 1955 56 
budget of 669 million dollars might 
lead to new — and possibly differ­ 
ent kinds — of tax es in the future. 
This view was cited in a report 
by the Chamber on the distribution 
, of $135,041,324 in state funds to 
local governmental units during 
the 1953-54 fiscal year.

MOSCOW »ff — The Soviet Union announced today 
it is turning over atomic know-how and fissionable 
materials for peaceful use to Communist China, East 
Gerany, Poland, Romania and Czechoslovakia. 
The announcement was contained in a decision of 
the U. S S. R. Council of Ministers read to Western 
newsmen at a hastily summoned news conference at 
the foreign ministry. 
It was the third such press conference in four days. 
At one conference Friday the Soviets offered to share 
with the rest of the world ex perience they claimed to 
have gained by operating an industrial atomic power 
plant. 
On Saturday the Russians suggested another Big 
Four conference held on German reunification. 
Today’s announcement said in return for scientific 
and technical aid to be given her Communist allies, 
the Soviet Union would ex pect to receive a continuing 
supply of atomic raw materials from them. 
The announcement added that all atomic aid to be 
given to the other Communist countries would be 
used for peaceful purposes and that ex perimental 
atomic piles given to them would be limited to that 
required to produce 5,000 kilowatts of electric power 
each. 
The Soviets last week offered to share their find­ 
ings on use of atomic energy for production of elec­ 
tric power through the United Nations and said it 
would reveal this information at the scientific con­ 
gress on peaceful uses of atomic energy which the 
U. N. General Assembly is to sponsor later this year.

Fo r the amateur g ardener who 
has built a g o o d co ld frame, it 
will take o nly a few mo re do l­ 
lars to equip it with auto matic 
electric heat, transfo rming it in­ 
to a ho t-bed such as g randfather 
nev er knew. 
In a ho t-bed, seeds can be 
started two to fo ur weeks earlier 
in the spring than in a co ld 
frame, 
with 
a 
co rrespo nding 
g ain in the earliness o f y o ur 
harv est Electric heat no t o nly 
co sts less than the o ld-fashio ned 
metho d using fermenting * ma­ 
nure, but it is mo re ev en and 
dependable, and lasts as late in­ 
to the spring as y o u may need it. 
An electric ho t bed is the nex t 
thing to a g reenho use, and will 
do fo r the av erag e amateur at 
minimum o perating co st, mo st 
o f the jo bs fo r which he co uld 
use a g reenho use. 
After co nstructing a frame o f 
the standard pattern, with what­ 
ev er v ariatio ns fro m the stand­ 
ard y o u prefer, the frame sho uld 
be sunk in the g ro und abo ut six 
inches and so il remo v ed within 
it to that depth. The heating 
cable is arrang ed o n the bo tto m 
in lo o ps as illustrated, so that the 
distributio n o f heat will be ev en. 
The supply wire and cable are 
bo th co nnected to a thermo stat, 
which can be set at the desired 
minimum temperature, so that 
as so o n as the thermo meter 
falls to that po int heat ii turned 
o n.When temperature rises a few 
deg rees abo v e the minimum, 
heat is shut o ff, and the v aria­ 
tio n between max imum and min­ 
imum temperatures is much less 
than with the o ld-fashio ned ho t-
